Any Canadians who have been sur- 
prised that Canada’s war effort did not 
start—as it did in the Great War—by a 
hurried enlisting of a vast army of recruits 
for oversea service, may find the reason 
in a despatch from Ottawa outlining the 
plans for sending troops to France: ‘Dis- 
patch of all units will depend on discus- 
sions now in progress with the British 
Government.” 

Canada’s war program js being drawn, 
not by copying the program of twenty- 
five years ago, but by consultation with 
the British authorities in the light of the 
very different conditions of today. 

This war cannot be won by lightning 
strokes, grand offensives, or a big push. 
It is a matter of wearing down the enemy 
and letting him wear himself down, of 
slowly but surely sapping his strength, of 
equipment without stint and munitions 
without end; of a steady supply of train- 
ed men to make up for losses and relieve 
worn out troops; and of time for these 
methods to bring results. 

This apparently is the strategy upon 
which the British and French staffs have 
agreed. If it is less spectacular than that 
which had to be employed in the former 
war, it may be assumed with certainty 
to be based on expert study of the situa- 
tion and the problem. It will be trying to 
the nerves of the public, in Canada as in 
the old lands, impatient for immediate suc- 
cess. But it will be deadly to the enemy, 
and that is what counts
